St. Petersburg. May r».—M. S« Ii wa no- 
bach, ex-minister of agriculture, comp 
troller of the empire in the uewcabint t, 
who is Premier Goremykin's chief lieu­ 
tenants sent to the Associated Press 
correspondent, and requested in liehalf 
of the 
new premier 
that it in* an­ 
nounced to the United States and to 
the world generally, in the following 
official 
tli«t the new ministry docs 
not mean reaction: 
Czar H as N othing Up H is Sleeve. 
“ His majesty the emperor and the 
premier, M. Goremykin, have the full, 
honorable intention of carrying through 
tile idea of national 
representation, 
with all it implies. There is no inten­ 
tion of dissolving parliament. Natural­ 
ly unforeseen circumstance** may arise, 
as in any government, which 
might 
force such an unhappy event. But we 
<lo not anticipate such a misfortune, 
as the majority of the members 
of 
parliament are lovers of their country, 
and we do not believe tiiat they are 
desirous of forcing a conflict. Tile gov­ 
ernment’s purpose will be to work with 
parliament.” 
C onstitutional Dem ocrats Meet. 
A is]Grit of enthusiasm aud resolu­ 
tion marked the opening of the conven­ 
tion of the Constitutional Democrats 
which assembled in Princess Ten is­ 
tle fT's shcoo! to discuss the party’s pro- 
j gramme ami tactics in parliament. Be­ 
sides 2b*' members-elect of parliament 
belonging to the party there were pres­ 
ent as spectators sixty peasant mem­ 
bers. mostly simple peasants. 
Profes- 
sor Milukoff. who sounded tile keynote. 
s;»oke in a surprisingly hopeful tone, 
believing it possible that parliament 
will accomplish something, and that 
the government dare not go too far in 
thwarting Hie wishes of the people. 


brief speech the prince urged the neec- 
sity for not playing politics, but for 
serious 
work. 
lf 
the 
government 
“stupidly attempted to frustrate the 
plain will of the people” the r<*sponsi- 
bility for tile consequences would be 
on its head. 
Professor Paul M. Milukoff, < <Iitor of 
the organ of the Constitutional Demo­ 
crats, outlined the tactics of Ila* party 
in a general way, pointing out at tile 
same time that as they were eomindled 
to play more or h'ss an opportunity 
role, dei lending upon the open attitude 
of tile government, they could not af­ 
ford to lay their hands upon the table. 
The actual manoeuvering 
would 
be 
worked by a secret committee.-of the 
party. The Aret necessity of tile situa­

having aroused the wrath of the peo­ 
ple, “the camarilla had m>t hesitated 
to sacrifice the cabinet in an effort to 
appense popular sentiment.” 
He believed,consequently, that a leg 
islative way was open for the realiza­ 
tion of the two principal {mints on the 
program mc of the Constitutional Demo­ 
cratic party.namely,real representation 
of the peofde based on universal suf­ 
frage and proper guarantees of person­ 
al liberty, to neither of which, in his 
opinion, “the government now dare op­ 
pose itself.”
